Iſland called RHODEISLAND, and the reſt of the Colony of The Periton, 


Providence-Plantations, in the Narraganſett Bay in New-England 


in America, That rhey purſuing with Peaceable and Loyal Minds, 9 


their Sober, Serious and Religious Intentions, of Godly edify- 
ing themſelves, and one another, in the Holy Chriſtian Faith and 
orſhip, as they were perſwaded; together with the gaining 
over, and Converſion of the poor Ignorant Indian Natives in 
thoſe parts of America, to the ſincere Profeſſion and Obedience 
of the ſame Faith and Worſhip : Did not only by the Conſent 
and good Encouragement of our Royal Progenitors, Tranſport 
themſelves out of this Kingdom of England into America ; but 
alſo ſince their arrival there, after their firſt Settlement amongſt 
other our Subjects in thoſe parts, for the avoiding of Diſcord, 
and thoſe many Evils which were likely to enſue upon ſome of 
thoſe our Subjects, not being able to bear in thoſe Remote parts, 
their different Apprehenfions in Religious Concernments. And. 
in the purſuance of the above-faid Ends; Did once again, Leave 
their defireable Stations, and Habitations, and with Exceſſive 
Labour and Travel, Hazard and Charge, did Tranſplant them- 
ſelves into the midſt of the Indian Natives. Who as We are 
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informed, are the moſt Potent Princes and People of all that 
Country, Where by the good Providence of G 0 D, from whom the 
Plantations hath taken their Name, upon their Labours and 
Induſtry z have not only been preſerved ro Admiration, but have 
Increaſed and Proſpered, and are Seized, and are Poſſeſſed by 
Purchaſe, and Conſent of the ſaid Natives to their full content, 
of ſuch Lands, Iſlands, Rivers, Harbours, and Roads, as are very 

convenient, both for Plantations, and alſo for Building of Ships, 
ſupply of Fipe-flaves and other Merchandize: And which lyes 
very commodious, in many reſpects, for Commerce, and to 
' accommodate our Southern Plantations; and may much Advance 
the Trade of this our Realm, and greatly enlarge the Territories 
thereof, They having by near Neighbourhood to, and Friendly 
Society with the Great Body of the Narraganſet Indians, given 
them Encouragement of their own accord, to Subject themſel ves, 
their People and Land unto Us: hereby as is Hoped, there may 
in Time, by the Bleſſing of GOD upon their Endeavours, be 
Laid a Sure Foundation of Happineſs to all America. AND 
Whereas in their Humble Addreſs, They have Freely Declared, 
that it is much on their Hearts, if they may be permitted to 
Hold forth a lively Experiment, That a moſt Flouriſhing Civil 
State, may ſtand and beſt be Maintained, and that amongſt our 
Engliſh Subjects, With a full Liberty in Religious Concernments; 
And that true Piety, Rightly Grounded upon Goſpel Principles, 
will give the Belt and Greateſt Security ro Sovereignty z And 
will lay in the Hearts of Men the Strongeſt Obligations to true 

Loyalty. NOW KNOW YE, That we being Willing to 
Encourage the Hopeful Undertakings of our ſaid Loyal and Lov- 
ing Subjects, And to Secure them in the Free Exerciſe and En- 


Joyment of all their Civil and Religious Rights Appertaining to 
them, as our Loving Subjects, — —— unto them that 


Liberty in the true Chriſtian Faith and Worſhip of GOD, 
Which they have ſought with ſo much Travel, And with 
Peaceable Minds and Loyal Subjection to Our Royal Progenitors 
and Our Selves to Enjoy. AND becauſe ſome of the People 
and Inhabitants of the ſame Colany, cannot in their private Opi- - 
nions, Conform to the Publick Exerciſe of Religion according, 
to the Liturgy, Forms and Ceremonies of the Church of England, 
or take or Subſcribe the Oaths and Articles made and Eſtabliſhed 
in that behalf. AND for that the ſame by reaſon of the 
Remote Diſtances of thoſe Places will (as we Hope) be no Breach 
0 of the Unity and Uniformity Eſtabliſhed in this Nation. HAVE 
ec or ® THEREFORE Thought fit, AND DO HEREBY Publiſh, 
Conſcience. Grant, Ordain, and Declare, That Our Royal Will and Plea- 
ſure is, That no Perſon within the ſaid Co/ony, at any Time 
hereafter, ſhall be any ways Moleſted, Puniſhed, Diſquieted, or 
called in Queſtion for any Differences in Opinion, in matters of 
Religion, And do not Actually diſturb the Civil Peace of Our 
ſaid Colony, But that all and Every Perſon and Perſons, may 
from time to time, and at all times hereafter, Freely, and Fully, 
Have and Enjoy, His. and Their own Judgments and Conſci- 
ence, in matters of Religious Concernments, throughout the 
Tradt of Land hereafter mentioned; They behaving themſelves - 
peaceably and quietly, And not uſing this Liberty to 1 
| | neſs 
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eſs and Prophaneneſs; nor to the civil Injury, or outward Diſtur- 
bance of others. Any Law, Statute, or Clauſe, therein contained, or 
to be contained; Any Uſage or Cuſtom of this Realm to the contrary 
thereof in any wiſe nottwithſtanding. And that they may be in the 
better Capaciry to Defend themſelves in their juſt Rights and Liber- 
ties, againſt all the Enemies of the Chriſtian Faith, and others inall 
Reſpects. WE Have further thoughtFir; And at theHumblePerition of 
the Perſons aforeſaid, Are Graciouſly pleaſed to Declare, Thar 
they ſhall Have, and Enjoy, the Benefit of Our late AQ of In- 
demnity, and Free Pardon, as the reſt of our Subjects in other Our 
Dominions and Territories have. AND TO CREATE, and 

make Them a Body Politick and Corporate, with the Powers, 
and Priviledges herein afrer-mentioned, AND accordingly Our 
Will ard Plcaſure is, AND of Our eſpecial Grace, certain 
Knowledge, and meer Motion, WE have Ordained, Conſtituted, 
Declared, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs, and Succeſ- 


ſors, DO Ordain, Conſtitute and Declare, That they the ſaid Patrentecs,

Shall he from time to time, and for ever hereafter, Be A BODY 
CORPORATE and POEITICK-- in-Faf&t and Name; By the 
Name of the GOVERNOUR and Company of the Engliſh Colony 
of RyoDe IsLAND. and Providence- Plantations, in New England 
in America. AND that by the ſame Name, They and their 
Succeſſots, ſhall and may have perpetual Succeſſion. And ſhall 
and may Perſons able and capable in the Law, to Sue and 
be Sued, to Plead and be Impleaden; to Anſwer, and to be An- 
ſwered unto, to defend, and to be defended, in all and fingular 
Suits, Cauſes, Quarrels, Matters, Actions and things, of what 
kind or nature ſoever. AND ALSO TO HAVE, Take, Poſſeſs, 
Acquire, and Purchaſe Lands, Tenaments or Hereditraments, or 
any Goods or Chattels; and the ſame to Leaſe, Grant, Demiſe, 
Aliene, Bargain, Sell and diſpoſe of, at their own will and pleaſures, .

ARNOLD to be the firſt and preſent. GOVERNOUR of the ſaid 
Company, and the ſaid WILLIAM BENTON to be the Deputy 
Names of the GOVERNOUR, and the ſaid; William Bolſton, ohn Porter, Roger 
arc Magi- Welliams, Thomas Olney, John Smith, Fohn Green, John Coggeſhall, 
* Fames Barker, William Field, and Foſeph Clarke, to be the Ten 
_ preſent Aſſiſtants of ſaid Company; to continue in the ſaid ſeve- 
ral Offices, reſpeQively, until the firſt Wedneſday, which ſhall be 
in the Month of May now next coming: AND FURTHER, We 
will, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, 
Do ordain and grant, that the Governour of the ſaid Company 
for the time being, or in his abſence, by occaſion of Sickneſs, 
or otherwiſe by the Leave and Permiſſion, the Deputy Governout 
for the time being, ſhall and may from: time to time upon all 
occaſions, give order for the Aſſembling of the ſaid Company, 
and calling them together, to conſult and adviſe of the Buſineſs 
and Affairs of the ſaid Company.

Hand, and Provi- 
dence Plantations in New-England in America, and their Succeſſors; 
that the Governour, or in his abſence, or by his Permiſhon, the 
Deputy Governour of the ſaid Company for the time being, the 
Aſſiſtants and ſuch of the Free- men of the ſaid Company, as 
ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid Elected or Deputed, or ſo many of them 
as ſhall be preſent at ſuch Meeting or Aſſembly as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be called the General Aſſembly ; and that they, or the 
Number ef greater part of them then preſent, whereof the Governour,

J-4gments and Condemnarions as ſhall be thought fit; and to 
Direct, Rule, Order and Diſpoſe of as all other Matters and 
Things, and particularly that which Relates to the making Pur- 
chaſes of the Native Indians, as to them ſhall ſeem meet. 
 WHEREBY our ſaid People and Inhabitants in the ſaid Plantati- 
ons, may he ſo Religiouſly, Peaceably and Civilly governed, as 
that by rheir good Lives and orderly Converſations, they may

AND FURTHER, our Will and Pleaſure is, and we do hereby 
for Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, eſtabliſh and ordain, that Yearl 
once in the Year for ever hereafter; Namely the aforeſaid Wed- 
neſday in May, and at the Town of Newport; or elſe-where, if 
urgent occaſion do Require, the Governour, Deputy Governour, 
and Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, and other Officers of the
